fact, it is pointed out th a t B ritish 
merchantmen endeavor to ram su b ­ 
marines and th a t the la tte r c an n o t 
run such risk. 
It Is understood upon this 
point 
tlat the gravity of th e situ atio n was 
believed to rest. 
It is not believed 
that this governm ent will ag ree to 
a system u n d er which G erm an y m ust 
be advised of the sailing of n e u tra l 
vessels with A m ericans aboard, such 
information c arry in g w ith It a g u a r ­ 
antee that 
th ere 
is no co n trab an d 
aboard the n eu tral vessel. 
Likewise. It Is regarded as Im pos­ 
sible that the U nited S tates can ac­ 
cept a doctrine th at an A m erican on 
a non-fighting enem y ship is subject 
to destruction w ithout w arn in g a n y ­ 
where on the high seas.

The 
K a ise r’s 
governm ent 
contends th at the 
B ritish blockade 
jeopardizes the G erm an em pire

cause It was in au g u ra te d to starve 
her people. 
The su b m a rin e w a rfa re 
in retaliation, the reply said in effect, 
must go on so long as the 
B ritish 
blockade continues. 
In

paragraph, the K aiser suggests th at 
if President W ilson can use his good 
offices to modify th e blockade an u n ­ 
derstanding hptween 
G erm an y 
and 
the United States would be reached. 
As a whole, th erefo re, th e G erm an 
reply is regarded in certain q u a rte rs 
as an arg u m en t r a th e r th a n an a n ­ 
swer. 
It does not shut out fu rth e r 
interchange betw een the tw o g o vern­ 
ments. but it m ak es necessary m ore 
delay In the a d ju s tm e n t of the L u si­ 
tania controversy and does not hold 
out a promise of acceptance of the 
underlying principles enu n ciated by 
this government In Its tw o previous 
communications.

On N ovem ber 14. 1914. the E n g ­ 
lish P re m ie r declared in the House 
of C om m ons that was one of E n g ­ 
la n d ’s principal tasks to p re v en t food 
for the 
G erm an 
population from 
reach in g G erm any via n e u tra l ports.

1 England ha* 
been

W hile o u r enem ies 
th u s 
TouTUy 
and openly proclaim ed w ar w ithout 
m ercy until 
our 
u tte r d estruction, 
we w ere conducting a w a r In 
self- 
defense for our 
national 
existence 
and for th e sake of peace of an a s­ 
sured perm anency. 
W e h ave been 
obliged to adopt a su b m a rin e w arfare 
to m eet the declared intention* of our 
enem ies and the m ethod of w a rfare 
adopted by them In co n trav en tio n of 
in te rn atio n al law. 
W ith all its efforts in principle to 
protect n eu tral life 
and 
property 
from d am ag e as much as possible, the 
G erm an governm ent recognized u n ­ 
d e s e rv e d ly in 
its 
m e m o ran d u m 
of 
F e b ru a ry 4 th a t the interest* of n e u ­ 
tral* m ight suffer from th e s u b m a ­ 
rine w arfare. 
However, th e A m eri­ 
can gov ern m en t will also u n d e rsta n d 
and app reciate th at In th e flght for

upon G erm any by its a d v ersaries and 
an n o u n ced by them . It is th e sacred 
d u ty of th e Im perial G o v ern m en t to 
do all w ithin its power to protect and 
save th e lives of G erm an subjects.

It has been said against turkeys 
that they are destructive to crops, but 
In the writer’s experience they have 
Instead proved a benefit to growing 
crops of hay or grain; they are In 
■ search of Insects not green food. 
As soon as, or before, the hens show 
an Inclination to seek for nests a suf­ 
ficient number of barrels or large 
boxes sbould be placed where they 
can find them, 
preferably on 
the 
ground so that the hen may walk Into 
the nest; If she has to Jump down Into 
the barrel or box the chances are that 
some of the eggs will be broken. 
Seclude these boxes or barrels by 
partly covering them with brush or 
straw. 
After the hen begins to lay 
remove the eggs each day, placing one 
or two hen’s eggs in their place. 
If 
the hen lays more than 15 eggs, give 
all over that number to a chicken 
hen, but when the eggs are hatched, 
give all to the turkey hen. 
After the 
hen has been set, shut her In safely 
from anything that might harm her. 
but let her off the neSt each morning 
very early, shutting 
her In 
again 
when she returns. 
Some claim that the chicken hen 
makes the best mother, but if those 
who claim this will notice when feed­ 
ing young turkeys with a chicken hen 
they will see that often the turkeys 
will, after eating a few mouthfuls, go 
off In searsh of an Insect until called 
back by their unnatural mother and 
encouraged to stuff themselves with 
unnatural food. 
They do not wish to eat much at 
one time and when being fed should 
at the same time be supplied with 
water; but when allowed to roam they 
do very well If watered night and 
morning, but If they come In from the 
field during the day It Is because they 
want water. 
Nature has taught them to eat In­ 
sects, almost exolusively, when young; 
while the same teacher instructs the 
turkey hen to take her brood where 
such food Is abundant, allowing them 
to secure It for themselves. 
The hen scarcely ceases her watch 
long enough to secure the necessary 
food to sustain herself, for she seems 
always to have her head In the air to 
see that the coast If clear. 
They, with their mother, should be 
kept In a coop some-distance from the 
other poultry until they are a week 
old. by which time they will be strong 
enough to travel and will have learned 
their mother’s language. 
The coop should be large enough so 
th a t the hen may stand erect, and 
should be at least six feet square; the 
floor should be of boards, covered 
w'lth litter, so that It may be kept 
dry. 
By this time they will be so well 
trained that when the hen gives warn­ 
ing of danger, almost instantly every 
little 
turkey 
will 
disappear 
from 
sight, slide under anything that will 
furnish covering, or. If they are in 
the open grass, they will squat down 
to ground with their heads down and 
will remain hidden and perfectly quiet 
until the mother Informa them that
